Sikeston feeling pressure of slow court ruling

The failure of the Mliaouri Supreme Court

• 288 megawatt power plant is beginning to 
worry city officials who mustsoSn decide 
whether or not to sign a coal contract with 
Western Fuels, Inc. 


Western Fuels Is a nonprofit organisation 
that to planning to open a mine in Southern 
Illinois to supply coal for power plants In 
Sikeston and Kansas City, Kan. 


But the deadline for deciding whether or 
not Sikeston will participate in the project to 
drawing close. 


“It’s getting down to the point where 
we’re going to have to fish or cut bait, and 
we don’t want to do that until we hear from 
the Supreme court, ”E. R. “Dick” Inman 
said Friday. Inman to director of the 
director of the Board of Municipal Utilities. 
.“Wo don’t want to get any more money 


involved in this thing than we have to,” he 
added. 
Signing the contract will obligate the city- 
owned utility for thousands of dollars, 
money which would be lost if the court rules 
against the city. 
That poses a dilemma for the city. Should 
it spend the money and take the chance the 
court will rule in its favor, or wait and hope 
Western Fuels does not go ahead without 
Sikeston. 


“We could be (in trouble) if it got too close 
(to the deadline)... we could have to wait so 
long it would have to go by the wayside,” 
Inman said. 
Inman said the group has an option on the 
mine site, but a number of studies have yet 
to be done to determine the amount of coal 
there and its quality. Those are some of the 
resons for the approaching deadline. 
The mine is slated to begin producing coal 


in late 1879 or early 1980, Just before the new 
power plant goes into operation. 
The massive power plant will dominate 
the city’s skyline. The boiler plant will be 
210 feet high, about 10 feet higher than the 
smoke stack at die present plant. 


The smoke stack at the new plant will be 
450 feet high. 
The plant will cost $150 million to build. 
That money includes the cost of land, 
construction, start up money, legal and 
financing fees and the effect of inflation 
over the next several years. 
The facility will be located on 455 acres of 
land north of Compress Road and west of 
the present steam plant. 
Although most of the property was an­ 
nexed to the city limits Jan. 13, the board 
has not exercised its option to buy the site. 
Again, the holdup is with the court. 
The coal will be brought to Sikeston by 


rail and stored in a stock pile that will cover 
18 acres, Inman said. The stockpile will hold 
600,000 tons of coal. 
He added that the site to designed to 
handle trains up to 100 cars in length and 
have all 100 cars on the site so they will not 
be blocking roads, while waiting to unload. 
Inman said the city had looked into the 
feasibility of having the plant built on the 
Mississippi river, barging the coal to the 
site, and then transmitting the power back 
to Sikeston. 
One of the big problems with that is using 
river water for cooling. 
‘ its just as cheap to use ground water and 
cooling towers if you have a lot of ground 
water,” 
he said. 
“According to the 
Environmental Protection Agency, you 
have to go to such elaborate means to build 
your intake facilities for water supply in the 
river that it’s so expensive you’re better off 
going to cooling towers.” 


Bringing the coal in by ’barge would be 
cheaper, he said, but then he added the coal 
is coming such a short distance, that it does 
not make much difference. 


Sikeston plans to have the power plant in 
operation in the early 1960s with the excess 
power being sold to 11 other communities in 
Missouri. Those communities will drop off 
the power grid over the years until aobut the 
year 2000 when Sikeston will be using all the 
power the plant generates. 
The sale of the power to the other towns is 
what the court suit is all about. 


The suit was brought by Charles Mitchell 
of Sikeston and Don C. Diven of Trenton and 
later joined by Arkansas-Missouri Power 
Co., Sikeston was later joined by REA 
Electric Cooperatives and the public 
counsel for the Public Service Commission. 
The court must rule on two challenges: 
Whether or not Sikeston is building the 


power plant for the benefit of Sikeston or 
just so it can sell power to other com­ 
munities and whether or not the cities in­ 
volved have the authority to obligate 
themselves to buy power over long periods 
of time. 


City officials have expressed confidence 
in the outcome of the suit, but apparently 
were unprepared for the lengthy delay in 
the court ruling. 


The judge, who city officials believe will 
make the ruling, went on vacation in July 
and did not return until August., The court 
went into recess in August and no ruling was 
issued. 


Inman said he hopes the ruling will come 
early in September. 
“If the court would hurry up and act, we 
could make the decisions and get the thing 
going," he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President Carter 
predicts the Senate will ratify his Panama 
Canal treaty and says he will “go to the 
nation with a fireside chat" to win approval 
because "the consequences would be very 
severe” if the treaty is rejected. 
The President said he is concerned about 
public sentiment against the pact. Recalled 
it his personal responsibility to sell the 
treaty to the American people and to the 
Senate to lessen the chances of violence in 
Latin America. 
Carter spoke in an interview made public 
Saturday by the White House. He was ques­ 
tioned Friday by editors and broadcast 
news directors from across the country who 
met with him in the Cabinet Room. The 
interview was one of a continuing series for 
out-of-town journalists. 
The President gave no date or time for his 
fireside chat Barry Jagoda, his media and 
public affairs adviser, said arrangements 
for the presidential address have not been 
completed. 
“It will not be this week or next,” Jagoda 
said. 
The address is expected to be broadcast 
nationally. 
In the interview, the President also said: 
—If 
the 
United States grants 
full 


diplomatic recognition to mainland China 
"it is undoubtedly going to be well into the 
future.” But Carter said Secretary of State 
Cyrus R. Vance's visit to Peking last week 
was "very encouraging.” 
As a result of Vance's meetings with 
Chinese leaders. Carter said, ”1 think they 
understand our position better and we 
understand theirs " 
—There is "a growing impatience” with 
lack of progress toward peace in the Middle 
East. “I think that any nation in the Middle 
East that proved to be intransigent would 
suffer at least to some degree the con­ 
demnation of the rest of the world,” Carter 
warned 
“1 have to say there is going to be a great 
deal of disillusionment on our part in the 
Middle East and around the world if some 
progress is not demonstrated within this 
year." 
—He is in no hurry with his other foreign 
policy initiatives In addition to relations 
with China, Carter mentioned strategic 
arms limitation talks, a comprehensive 
nuclear test ban, U.S. relations with Cuba 
and efforts for black majority rule in 
southern Africa. 
“I feel like I have got time,” he said. "I 
don’t feel under any constraint 
to act 
precipitously."

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Agriculture 
Department intends to propose once more 
that meat processors be allowed to add bits 
of bone and odd scraps of meat to hot dogs 
and other processed food. 
Almost a year ago, after consumer groups 
obtained a court decision, USDA canceled 
its Interim approval for the use of 
“mechanically deboned meat” in food 
products and withdrew plans for changes in 
federal regulations to allow the practice on 
a permanent basis. 
But a 12-member panel of government 
experts has completed a study of 
mechanical deboning and, for the moot 
part, has given its approval for the process 
to be resumed. 
Asst. Secretary Carol Tucker Foreman, 
who oversees USDA food and consumer 
programs, said In an interview that the new 
fV, 


proposed rules are being drafted and 
probably will be announced next month. 
Department officials had argued last year 
that mechanical deboning allowed the 
salvage of much beef and pork attached to 
neck bones, ribs and other parts of cattle 
and hog carcasses which otherwise would 
end up on the garbage heap. 
Up to one billion pounds of additional 
meat could be saved annually by the 
process and thus help ease family food bills, 
they said. 
But critics said the process — basically 
the practice of grinding up meat and bones 
and forcing the mixtures through sieves — 
resulted in so much finely ground bone in 
the product that it raised questions as to its 
potential effect on human health. 
Ms Foreman, who prefers the title, said 
the public will be given ample opportunity 


to comment on the renewed proposal a 
that no final decision on the use 
mechanically deboned meat will be ma 
until all views are considered 
"We think that we have largely resolv 
most of the issues that were raised pi 
viously," she said. "But I expect a little h 
from all sides.”

Hormel to lay off 325 


AUSTIN, Minn. (AP) - An official of Goo. A. Hormel It Co. 
announced Saturday that layoff notices, which cannot take effect 
™ r * 8’wU1 ** sent to 3 » employes at the Austin plant 
W. R. Hunter, general manager of the plant, said the ter­ 
mination notices will be issued by Sept. 10, but cannot take effect 
for one year under terms of the union contract with Local P-9, 
Amalgamated Meatcutters and Butchers Workmen of North 
America. 
Ixical P-9 has about 2,200 members while total employment at 
the Austin meat packing plant is about 2,000. 
Hunter said the plant currently has a surplus number of em­ 
ployes based on present production levels. He said the action to 
reduce the workforce had been deferred pending the outcome of 
recent contract talks with the unton concerning the possibility of 
building a new plant in the southern Minnesota dty of 27,000 
persons. 
Union members voted unanimously July 27 to reject the 
proposed eight-year contract, which eliminates incentive pay 
and contains a no-strike provision. 
“With the rejection of the company’s offer by Local P-9, it is 
regretable that we must now adjust the workforce to the level of 
production which our plant will support,’ ’ Hunter said. 
“Disproportionate energy consumption and excessive unit 
production costs further add to the necessity of reducing the 
production level of the Austin plant,” he said. 
The layoffs are on the seniority basis and include workers hired 
after June 1968. This includes Richard Arnold, Local P-9 
president whose term expires in November. He was hired in 
February 1969. 
Two members of the eightmember union executive board, 
Lynn Renville and Michael Ruzek, also will be laid off. 
The company announcement came one day after union leaders 
from 14 Hormel plants around the country wound up a two-day 
meeting in Austin, pledging support for Local P-9 members. 
“The Hormel locals are now working out the details of an ap­ 
propriate response to the company threat," said a statement 
issued by the union leaders. 
Arnold called for a “fresh start” in negotiations and indicated 
that union leaders would not accept the elimination of incentive 
pay, as they did in earlier bargaining. 


Judgment reversed 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — A 13.4 million judgment against Merrill 
Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and Smith has been reversed by a three- 
judge panel of the 8th U S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 
The panel ruled in a 2-1 decision Friday that the stock- 
brakerage firm, the nation s largest, and three of its officers did 
not have to pay the damages to heirs of the founder of the firm’s 
St. Louis office. 
A federal judge had ordered the judgment after the executor of 
the estate of Kenneth H. Bitting accused Merrill Lynch of 
defrauding Bitting’s heirs. The appeals court ordered the case 
dismissed.

LUSAKA, Zambia (AP) — Ambassador Andrew Young and 
British Foreign Secretary David Owen, “still in business” 
despite tough opposition from both black and white Africans, met 
with guerrilla leaders and their chief backers Saturday to try to 
sell a new peace plan for Rhodesia. 
At the same time, the heads of the region’s two white-minority 
governments.

Corruption hits inner circles 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) — Following the time-tested 
sleuthing technique of “follow the money,” Indian investigators 
claim to be unravelling an intricate pattern of alleged em­ 
bezzlement, fraud, extortion and abuse of authority by the inner 
circle of former Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 
In the past two weeks, authorities have arrested two of Mrs. 
Gandhi’s former Cabinet ministers — her former private 
secretary and one of her family’s most trusted aides on charges 
of official corruption. 
Mrs. Gandhi’s 30-year-old son Sanjay, whose political and fi­ 
nancial dealings are under investigation by a special government 
commission, has already been implicated in at least a half dozen 
legal cases, but so far he has not been arrested. Investigators 
acknowledge the cases filed against Sanjay to date are relatively 
minor. 
Government sources say the investigations have also touched 
Mrs. Gandhi herself, but no charges have been formally lodged 
against the 59-year-old Mrs. Gandhi who governed India for 11 
years. 
“The cases against Mrs. Gandhi and Sanjay have got to be 
ironclad,” one highly placed government source said. “There 
can be no mistakes.” 
The Indian press, by and large, has been giving sober front­ 
page coverage to the investigations and to the continuing 
revelations about what happened during Mrs. Gandhi’s 21-month 
authoritarian “national emergency” when the press was under 
rigid censorship. 
Mrs. Gandhi, Sanjay, and her Congress party all allege that the 
investigations are part of a “political vendetta” by Prime 
Minister Morarji Desai’s new government and call the charges 
baseless.

Coxson was found bound and 
shot three times in the head in 
1974 in his plush Cherry Hill, 
N.J., home.

Hanafi leader Hamaas Abdul 
Khaalis, father of six of the 
seven victims, demanded that 
Harvey and others be turned 
over to his men for retribution

Philadelphia police records 
indicate Harvey and a handful 
of his contemporaries had a 
history of terrorizing black 
businessmen in a type of pro­ 
tection racket. 
Harvey once was described 
by a Philadelphia prosecutor as 
“Mr. Enforcer.” 
Harvey smiled and yawned in 
the courtroom when convicted 
of the Hanafi murders, but his 
demeanor had changed when 
he came to trial in Camden this 
summer for the Coxson slaying 
Weakened by heart and stom­ 
ach problems, he was brought 
into the Camden courtroom on 
a stretcher June 7 for sentenc­ 
ing 
"You look pathetic,'' Camden 
County Judge Leon A. Wingate 
told Harvey, “but I don’t think 
you looked pathetic when the 
crime occurred."

Dexter - Thé batUe 40 years 
ago to bring syphilis under 
control in the Missouri Bootheel 
was hardly less than the war on 
the dreaded 
mosquito a 
generation earlier. There’s a 
physician 
in 
Dexter 
who 
remembers. 
"We didn’t have penicillin, 
just 
styt 
them 
full 
of 
neosrapharmine and bismuth. 
Some of them maybe didn’t 
want to be treated, so we’d head 
off down there, hit ’em over the 
head and fix ’em up.” 


Maybe his back ia worse than 
his bite. Or, miybe it’s not. But 
the chance* are Dr. Theodore 
Lamar Waddle won’t tell. 
‘Doc’ Waddle, who’s been 
practicing medicine in Dexter 
for nearly 40 years,is his own 
man - he sets his own pace, he 
sets his own style and at 74 yean 
old he still has his small office 
open five days a week. 


The doctor might talk a little 
rough (“Heil, I even look a little 
rough! ” ) but there’s a sparkle in 
his eyes and the understanding 
and knowledge that’s brought on 
by nearly a half-century of 
helping people. 
When the young doctor, fresh 


from 
medical 
studies 
at 
Louisiana State Univenity, set 
up practice here in 1938, he was 
no stranger to Dexter - or 
Southeast Missouri. 
Waddle, along with a team of 
other doctors, nunes and 
engineers, came to Dexter in 
early 1937 after a winter flood 
devastated a large part of 
Southeast Missouri. 
“We had small pox epidemics 
in Bemie, and diarrhea and 
other diseases and health 
problems real bad. 
"The program was federally- 
funded but operated under the 
Missouri Department of health 
as a demonstration unit ” 
Before coming to Dexter with 
the health unit, Waddle had 
practiced in Holden. 
“That was right in the middle 
of the Dust Bowl days. 
“I can remember seeing 
pitchforks with the handles 
eaten half away by grasshop­ 
pers. There wasn’t even a leaf 
on a tree; poeple were buying 
what little water they could get. 
“I damn-near starved to death 
up there. I didn’t collect from 
people and finally left town with 
thousands on my books and 200 
bucks in my pocket.” 


Waddle 
remembers 
those 
days. 
He recalls a meeting of area 
doctors when he opened his 
Dexter practice. 
“They talked about lots of 
things, including problems in 
collecting. 
"One doctor said he’d really 
been working on his accounts 
and was now collecting 80 per 
cent. 
“Another doctor was shocked, 
saying he was only getting 60 per 
cent. 
"I sat there and kept my 
mouth shut...I was getting 98.3 
per cent,” Waddle said. 
But Doc Waddle has never 
earned 6-figure incomes or 
sought "bigmoney.” 
He is serious about health care 
and caring for people and says 
“We’ve got the best health care 
in the world...period." 
Dr. Waddle was born near 
Springfield, Mo., and worked 
some with his father, who was a 
printer and at one time edited a 
rural weekly near the Kansas- 
Missouri border. 
“My father wouldn’t let me 
learn how to set type...said I 
needed 
to 
learn something 
else.” 


While waiting to get into 
medical school Waddle tried his 
had at teaching. He was high 
school principal at Drexel for 
two years. 
But medical school was still 
his goal. After the two-year 
medical 
program 
at 
the 
University of Missouri he 
studied at L. S. U., Johns 
Hopkins 
and 
Michigan 
University. 


Today, at age 74, Waddle has 
“slowed down a little.” His 
clinic is open 17 hours a week. 
What did the doctor seek from 
life? 
“A 
satisfying 
way 
of 
existence. 
"And I think I’ve done that, as 
well as I could have. 
* 
"I’ve made a lot of enemies 
over the years and I’ve never 
been afraid to tangle with 
anybody - and I’m still not. 
“But I’ve made a lot of close 
friends, helped a lot of people 
and saved a few lives along the 
way. 
“ Don’t 
know 
what else 
anybody could want. ’’

A similar rev isio n o f 
trilling practices fo r electric, 
gas and water utilities was 
ado pted by the co mmissio n in 
19 75 but legal appeals by the 
utilities hav e prev ented them 
fro m go ing into effect. 
The co mmissio n plans to 
rev ise the billing practices o f 
all utilities as part o f its 


“ Blueprint 
fo r 
Actio n” 
designed in the fall o f 19 75. 
So me 
o f 
the 
majo r 
requirements in the pro po sed 
billing standards fo r telepho ne 
co mpanies are:

The lahgr dep artment 
urged chemicar comp anies to 
p rotect workers who use it 
The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency also said Thursday 
it is working with the Food and 
Drug Administration to see if 
any DBCP residues remain- in 
food crop s that might p ose a 
danger to the p ublic. 
It also said its regional of­ 
fices ate testing soil and water 
near major DBCP manufac­ 


turing and formulation p lants.

A controlled offensive scrimmage under the lights 
Friday night at Public Schools Stadium confirmed Terry 
Smith's fears about his Bulldog football team - they have 
a long way to go before next Friday night's season opener 
against Farmington. 


"Our defense is way ahead of the offense,” Smith 
pointed out Saturday after contemplating the results of 
Friday night's practice. "I think the defense will be as 
good as it was last year,” he said, 
Offensively, it was a long night for inexperienced 
Bulldogs. “We probably jumped off sides 20 times,” 
Smith moaned about the ragged ness of die scrimmage. 


"Our pass offense is lagging way behind,” said the 
Bulldog mentor about his team's biggest problem. The 
197610-1 club was not know as a passing team, and Smith 
warned that this year’s dub would not throw as well as 
did their predecessors of a season ago. 
The problem with the Sikes ton passing game won’t lie 
with senior quarterback Jay Cox, who directed last 
year’s junior varsity club to a 4-4-1 record. "He (Cox) 
won’t be the best around, but he’ll be a pretty fair 
passer,” testified Smith about his diminutive passer. 
"But we’ve got to find some guys who can catch the 
football.” 
Paul Gilbow and Craig Littleton, last year’s top two 
receivers, are departed via the graduating route, and no 
newcomers have stepped in to assume the tight end and 


flanker positions. In fact, Smith says that this year’s 
team will run without a wide receiver and will go with a 
fullhouse backfield, partially because of the lack of good 
receivers. 


"We’re gonna give some seniors a shot at it the first 
ballgame,” said Smith about his starters at the end 
spots. But if they don’t produce, there may be a few 
juniors and sophomores seeing action there. 


The backfield seems to be set for the most part. Glynn 
Felton, Mike Shell and Gary Silverthorn will operate 
behind Cox in the standard T formation, although Smith 
admitted that there might be some variations in the 
offensive set as the season wears on. 
"Our five interior linemen are doing a pretty fair job,” 


said Smith about the brightest spot on the Bulldog of­ 
fense. New faces will be at each position along the line, 
but they are learning fast and developing into a good 
unit. "They’ll be right at home after the third or fourth 
game,” said the SHS coach. 


Injuries at a couple of key positions on defense have 
hurt preparations there, but Smith expects that unit to be 
ready for the Farmington opener. 


Most of the Bulldogs took Saturday off, although the 
quarterbacks and receivers worked on their thing. The 


crew will hit it hard for four days this week, with the 
emphasis on the offense, although much polishing needs 
to be done on the defense and speical teams as well.

PUFFEO-UP WORMS 
What will they think of 
next? 
The newest wrinkle in fish­ 
ing is air-injected worms! 
The idea started with bass 
fishermen who wanted to give 
the nightcrawler more life. 
Nightcrawlers are excellent 
bait when fished over brush and 
other underwater debris, but 
they become water-logged very 
quickly and lose their attrac­ 
tiveness to fish. 
According to information 
reaching Mercury outboards’ 
f i shing d e p a r t m e n t , an 
innovative angler borrowed a 
medical hypodermic needle and 
injected air into some worms in 
an effort to make them more 
buoyant in the water. 
The idea worked, and air- 
injected nightcrawlers are now 
being used to catch fish all over 
the country. 
Anglers are applying the 
new method to bass, catfish, 
walleye, and many other species 
which are attracted to the 
puffed-up worms. 
The technique calls for 
slipping an 8/0 hook under the 
“collar" (a natural band around 
the worm) and attaching a split 
shot about IS inches above the 
bait.

Up to 1 per cent calcium was permitted in 
last year's deboned meat product, or one 
pound for each 100 pounds of meat squeezed 
through sieves having holes eighteen one- 
thousandths of an inch (0.018 inches) in 
diameter. But since bones are not all 
calcium, the actual amount of bone 
material permitted w u more than that. 
According to the panel, bone particle size 
in the sieved meat "presents no hazard to 
health" but urged that the USDA set limits 
on the size of the particles. 
The calcium in the bone material could 
mean "a slight nutritional benefit" for most 
people, the panel said. Also, it "is not so 
great in amount as to pose a hazard to the 
health of most people except for those 
persons who are hyperabsorbers of calcium 
and likely already to be under medical su- 
pervision to limit their calcium intakes "

The Sikeston Area Vocational School, according to the 
school's director, Gerald Jackson, was the first area 
school designated in the state of Missouri. 
Jackson said there were two other schools sites 
similarly selected at that time, but the Sikeston Area 
Vocational School site was the first to open. 


Since opening in 1962, the school is one of 54 new ser­ 
ving secondary students (high school) and adults. 
Jackson said it is believed that the total enrollment of the 
Sikeston vocational school also makes it the largest one 
between St. Louis and Memphis on a North to South axis. 
The enrollment of the school is between 3,500 to 4,000 
adults annualy. 
Of the approximate 400 students, 500 are Com­ 
prehensive Employement Training Act, (CETA), 750 are 
high school students and 2,800 are adults. 
The adults may be veterans or those people sent by the 
Missouri State Unemployement Service under the CETA 
Program. 
The secondary or high school students are not only 
from Sikeston. but also come from the area school 


districts of Charleston, Richland, Dexter, Bloomfield, 
Bell City, Oran, Scott Central and Kelly at Benton. 
There is no boundary on the number of students served 
in the area, despite the other vocational schools in Poplar 
Bluff, Kennettand New Madrid.

graphic arts, machine shop, office training, power 
mechanics, secretarial training, welding, air con­ 
ditioning and refrigeration and auto body and fender 
repair. 
Besides serving in vocational training and basic adult 
education, the school also provides space for off campus 
classes for University of Missouri Southeast Missouri 
State University or other worthy causes. 
The school also provides training for industry, 
especially expanding or new industry that is looking into 
the area. Some of the industries in the area that Sikeston 
Vocational School has helped Include Triangle PWC and 
National Lock, both when they first came to the area and 
on an on going basis. 
A lot of persuading, according to Jackson, on the part 
of Brown has taken place this year to bring the usual five 
to seven general interest courses up to 20. Brown, who 
has been in his position since July 1, has been busy 
contacting area people to take prime time from their 
evenings and families to bring the courses, such as crafts 
and gourmet cooking, into the center. 
Several full time instructors have also been persuaded 
to return in the evenings to teach courses. Also among 
the instructors are retired service people. 
According to Brown, the new courses will help to im­ 
prove a person's general knowledge. If a teen-ager 
wishes to take one of the night courses, he must first 
check with his high school principal for approval. 
Enrollment fortheadult classes is now in progress and 
will remain open through Sept. 23. All courses have a 
minimum of 12 persons per class, unless otherwise in­ 
dicated in the catalog.

Understanding alone rarely 
remedies this condition, but it 
can be comforting to know that 
one’s problem is under­ 
standable, i.e. it is not “crazy” 
in the sense that it separates 
you from the rest of us. 
I believe you will And it 
helpful to try and understand 
that your obsessive thoughts 
have a defnite function. That 
is, they are not just “bad” 
thoughts to be gotten rid of. 
They are a part of you which 
you actively use, cling to. 
What is their function? First, 
notice that these thoughts keep 
you preoccupied with past. 
Often people who are con­ 
stantly concerned with the 
past are very frightened of the 
present and the future. Being 
“possessed” with the past is 
annoying and depressing but it 
may well be less frightening 
than one’s concern with the 
present. 
Second, notice that there is a 
greet deal of suffering in­ 
volved in your thoughts. You 
seem 
to 
be 
constantly 
reminding yourself that “bad” 
thoughts can indeed be hurtful 
in the hope that you will be 
better able to control and 
supress yourself. 
Finally, I suspect that you 
are a sensitive person who is 
greatly impressed by guilt and 
pain. Hence, any such thought 
can effectively distract you 
and save you from facing what 
is really happening in your life 
right now. Unfortunately the 
terrible pain with which you 
punish yourself will not solve 
your problems. It will only 
distract you.

* ake, as an example, a recent Young 
Life meeting at the home of a six* 
^een-year-old boy in Connecticut. If 
his parents were dumbfounded by what 
they saw, they could hardly be blamed A 
week or#o earlier the boy had asked per­ 
mission to have the next Young Life club 
meeting at his home. His mother, knowing 
that these local teenagers met at different 
homes every week, readily agreed. Her son 
was new to the organization, and she had 
never Witnespd 
meeting. So she baked a 
cake, bought some ho^ dogs, and prepared 
soft drinks for what she asuuncrj would 
be a dozen or so young people. 


The shock came that evening. At seven 
o’clock she and her husband stood on the 
porch of their suburban home, open- 
mouthed, watching scores of teenagers ar­ 
rive in cars, on bicycles, on motorbikes, 
on foot. There seemed to be no end to the 
parade. 
Before long the living room was so 
crowded that an adult representative of 
Young Life—a cheerful group leader in his 


late twenties—suggested that everybody 
go out to the front lawn. By seven-thirty 
on this moonlit spring evening, the lawn 
was thronged by more than sixty young­ 
sters, all laughing, talking, having a noisy 


good time. 
Normally this residential street, Elm 
Avenue, was so silent that if a dog barked 


you could hear it half a mile away. With 
dozens of teenagers now making no effort 
to be quiet, many a startled neighbor 
came out to see what was happening. 
Their children walked close to investigate. 
A police car stopped, but the homeowner 
waved reassurance, and the car rolled on. 
Presently a young fellow in jeans sat on 
a porch step, began strumming a guitar, 
and sixty young voices joined in a hand- 
dapping chorus of “He's Got the Whole 
World in His Hands.” 
That was the start. Other songs follow­ 
ed, contemporary spirituals mingling with 
popular rock. The neighbors must have 
enjoyed the concert they heard, for no­ 
body complained. Perhaps they were sub- 
liminally aware of a universal truth the 
Young Life organization has long known: 
Two things usually attract young people- 
sports events and music. At sports events 
they may be divided, cheering for oppos­ 
ing teams. But music draws them together 
in a common bond of pleasure. 
At about eight o’clock the singing end­ 
ed. Most of the youngsters sat down on 
the_grass, cross-legged, looking up at the 
leader who had taken the top porch step

as a rostrum. Like the boys, he wore jeans 
and an open-collared sports shirt. Until 
now he had been merely another member 
of the crowd, drifting here and there, 
chatting with anyone who cared to talk. 
He had shared discussions about the local 
high school’s baseball team, about the im­ 
minent senior prom, about the relative 
merits of certain male, female, and coed 
colleges. 
Now, from the top step, he launched 
into a brief talk. It took scarcely ten min­ 
utes and it was based on a Biblical theme 
in contemporary terms. What he said 
could not be characterized as a sermon. It 
was too colloquial, an easy conversation 
with friends. The manner in which he 
stressed the wisdom of the Bible’s message 
sounded so practical, so rational, that any 
other attitude toward life seemed absurd. 
He spoke of trust: people trusting their 
friends, people trusting their parents, peo­ 
ple trusting Jesus Christ. 


When the leader sat down, there was no 
applause. The thoughtful silence indicated 
a meaningful message had been communi­ 
cated. 


By eight-thirty the meeting ended. The 
young people left as they had come, in 
cars, on bicycles, on motorbikes, on foot, 


and Elm Avenue was quiet again. 
Perhaps the most notable thing about 
this Connecticut gathering was that it was 
being repeated in almost a thousand 
places throughout the United States and 
in nine other countries. Similar Young 
Life sessions were going on, usually in 
homes but sometimes in school gymnasi­ 
ums, in the social halls of churches, in 
store fronts. The Young Life organization, 
which has been sponsoring such meetings 
since 1938, now has attendance of over 
75,000. Year after year, as its teenage 
members grow to adulthood, their places 
are filled by new generations. In the esti­ 
mate of the association’s President, Wil­ 


liam S. (Bill) Starr, during the past thirty- 
seven years hundreds of thousands of peo­ 
ple have felt its influence on their lives. 


A former member of Young Life, him­ 
self now the father of two teenagers, told 
me that one of the things he learned when 
he attended meetings was not to be 
ashamed of praying. “I’ve made a point of 
having my kids hear me pray for the 
things our family wanted. What it’s done 
is make God very real to them—Someone 
in our home, Someone we can talk to. 
And I tell you that kids who learn to talk 
to God simply can’t be bad.” 


Nevertheless, we live in an age when 
misguided youngsters seem to command 
most attention. As Bill StaiT put it, 
“Newspapers crowd our minds with re­ 
ports of teenage crime and prostitution 
and drug addiction, and of course a good 
deal of it is true. But does this really re­ 
flect the character of America’s average 
young people? Not at all. Most kids want 
to be decent and wholesome and honest. 
Their problem is how. It is our job to 
help these youngsters discover for them­ 
selves the way to integrity and personal 
fulfillment. The first step in leading kids 
is to establish our own credibility with 
them.” 


But how? It is not always easy for an 
adult group leader to win the confidence 
• of teenagers—that is, to a degree that will 
enable him to interest the youngsters in 
something that changed the leader’s own 
life. To cope with the challenge, Young 


Life has a trained staff of 500 profession­ 
als, men and women. These devote full 
time to the organization’s work. In addi­ 
tion there are 200 who serve part time. 
And most leaders hold master's degrees in 
theology or religious education—many of 
these degrees earned at the Young Life

By our typt I mean an intimate 
knowledge

teachings of Christ. This confronts 
us with the most serious challenge 
we have ever known. In a campaign 
called 'Bridge to the Future' we’re 
trying to raise an extra $4,850,000, a 
large part of it for work in urban 
centers." 
One of the most sobering aspects 
of today’s moral decline is that every 
week some 10,000 teenagers run 
away from home. One cannot blind 
oneself to anything so grim. It has 
caused Young Life to establish 
homes where runaway juveniles can 
find refuge. Here Young Life leaders 
try to discover why the youngsters 
left their families, to help them ex­ 
perience a kind of compassionate 
substitute family for a while and to 
persuade the runaways to return to 
their homes. 
"Runaways of today,” said Dr. 
James Oraker, Young Life’s staff 
psychologist, "aren’t that special 
breed of the past who left home to 
seek their fortune, to fulfill adoles­ 
cent dreams of glory. Except for 
those youngsters forced out of their 
homes by parents who can’t support 
them, most runaways are escaping 
from what they perceive to be intol­ 
erable conditions at home and at 
school. The break is often the cul­ 
mination of accumulated grievances. 
Suddenly, 
unchartered 
freedom 
seems preferable to the security of a 
home. For each runaway as many as 
three or four youngsters with the 
same problems and temptations 
remain at home, angry but silent. 
Why? What compels young peo­ 
ple, the most prosperous of any 
generation, to reject their parents? 
Perhaps that is the wrong question. 
Maybe we should ask, have parents 


rejected their children? 
Robert Mitchell, Young Life’».- u 
vice-president of Operations and a 
veteran in its work, asserted, "We 
must not underestimate the basic 
intelligence of those so-called prob­ 
lem kids. Many of them have good 
minds. If those minds have been 
diverted into ugly channels, it’s our 
job to bring them back 
a whole­ 
some attitude toward life. Our basic 
approach is unconditional friendship 
and sharing of the teachings of Jesus 
Christ." 
Emphasis on religion can bring 
some strange responses. At one 
meeting a Chinese girl, a Christian 
whose forebears may have been 
steeped in the philosophy of Con­ 
fucius, brought this thought to a 
group leader: "When you see a can­ 
dle flame, it looks the same from 
second to second. Yet we know that 
the flame is always burning up new 
wax, always changing. It’s never the 
same at one instant as it was the 
moment before. Isn’t that so?" 
Though the leader looked puz­ 
zled, he concurred. 
"Well, isn’t a human beingjike a 
candle flame?" the girt asked. "He 
may look the same from moment to 
moment, but we know his body is 
always burning up its cells, always 
changing, so that he’s never quite the 
same at any instant as he was a sec­ 
ond before. If that’s the case, how 
can we hold a person responsible for 
what he did in the past? He’s no 
longer the same person." 
This—in its way a remarkable 
facet of a young mind— made the 
group leader draw a long, deep 
breath. "Granting everything you 
say," he replied, "let me remind you 
that God gave you things He didn't 
give the candle—the ability to think, 


a 
conscience, • 
sense 
of re­ 
sponsibility to your fallow beings, 
a feeling for the difference between 
right and wrong. He wouldn’t have 
blessed you with such powers if He 
didn’t expect you to use them. 
Whet’s more, He gave you guideposts 
for living in the teachings of Jesus— 
another thing He didn’t give the 
candle. Does that answer your ques­ 
tion?” 
Churches also are creating inno­ 
vative programs to reach young 
people. One actually follows its 
members to their colleges. The Rev­ 
erend Bill Flanagan of the First Pres­ 
byterian Church in Colorado Springs 
travels as far away as Spokane, Wash­ 
ington, to meet with young members 
;of his congregation who are at Whit­ 
worth College, a Presbyterian-re­ 
lated liberal arts school. When one of 
•these students was asked what whe 
'liked about "Reverend Bill’s" meet­ 
ings, she said, “He makes me ask 
myself questions about what I want 
of college, of life in general, what’s 
important to me and what isn't. I 
guess what I’m trying to say is that 
just thinking about religion, trying in 
your own way to understand the 
teachings of Christ, gives you a sense 
of values you can’t find anywhere 
else." 
"When we hear kids say things 
like that,” Bill Starr told me, "we 
feel ours is the most satisfying job in 
the world. After all, Young Life ex­ 
ists for this: to help communicate 
the essence of Jesus and His teach­ 
ings to young people. What keeps us 
going—and will, I am confident, for 
many years to come—is the evidence 
we see of our teenagers rallying to 
follow the guidance of the Bible. In 
their hands, I like to think, the world 
has a chance to be safe."

Whether they work with sub­ 
urban teenagers, urban, or with 
problem cases, what these adults 
have to learn—or relearn—is how to 
be young. They have to develop the 
skill of mingling with young people 
as equals—at football games, in pizza 
parlors, at soda fountains, in juke­ 
box haunts, everywhere. They have 
to leant how to listen to youthful 
ideas and problems and complaints; 
to offer counsel only when it is 
sought; never to pontificate; some­ 
times to talk in the colloquial lan­ 
guage of teenagers; to win friendship 
and trust by giving friendship and 
trust. 
Oscar Hammerstein II once wrote 
that a bell is never a bell till you ring 
it, and love is never love till you give 
it. An adult cannot easily say such 
things without the risk of being 
considered “square." The words 
sound too much like preachment. 
"But any time I can help my young 
Mends to understand and utter such 
thoughts themselves, to one another, 
to make their own discoveries” one 
group leader said, "I get the deep- 
down, satisfied feeling of knowing 
Fm doing part of my job well.” 
Considering the vast number of 
youngsters Young Life serves, its 
professional staff can hardly hope to 
accomplish its ends without assis­ 
tance. Fortunately help is plentiful. 
It comes from some 4,900 adult and 
college-age 
volunteers, many of 
them former members—“alumni”— 
of the organization. These volun­ 
teers help during the school year and 
about 3,000 of them also serve as 
counselors at seven widely scattered 
vacation camp6 operated by Young 
Life. 
In the summer these camps, lo­ 
cated in the United States and Can­ 
ada, annually attract more than 
15,000 youngsters for one-week 
stays. Weekend winter camps involve 
another 55,000. Rates run upward 
of $85 a week, but Bili Starr insists 
that no boy or girl is barred for finan­ 
cial reasons. Young Life grants hun­ 
dreds of camp scholarships. 
Since Young Life was founded to 
disseminate the teachings of Jesus, it 
is interesting to hear it described as 
nondenominational. Yet the truth is 
that it includes Protestants and 
Catholics, whites and blacks, people 


of all racial backgrounds. "When we 
talk about being for kid«," Starr 
ended, "we mean kids everywhere. 
Our goal is the emergence of decent 
human beings by changing and en­ 
riching their hearts and minds with a 
knowledge 
and 
acceptance 
of 
Christ.” 
Much of this is achieved at the 
Young Life camps which, by the 
way, would make travel agents 
drool. They occupy spectacular sites 
for both summer and winter sports, 
offering everything from canoe trips 
to ski slopes, from mountain climb­ 
ing to tobogganing, water skiing and 
para-sailing. The Silver Cliff and 
Frontier Ranches are perched high in 
the Rockies. Castaway Club lies 
among fish-filled Minnesota lakes. 
Malibu Club (which one travel writer 
has described as situated in the most 
beautiful spot in the world) nestles 
in a fjordlike inlet north of Van­ 
couver in British Columbia. Saranac 
Village in the Adirondacks, Windy 
Gap in the Great Smokies, Woodleaf 
in the gold rush country of Cali­ 
fornia—all these provide memorable 
adventures. They prompt campers to 
write letters of thanks for "the best 
week of my life”; the most gratifying 
add, “I have come closer, I think, to 
understanding and appreciating the 
teachings of Jesus.” 
Thus the camps fulfill their pur­ 
pose. But also Young Life’s hope, 
obviously, is that the experience of 
intimately sharing camp life will 
engender better understanding of 
one another among teenagers; and 
that out of such understanding will 
grow the compassion and love for 
which all religions strive. 
It is odd to record that an organi­ 
zation of such size, of such wide­ 
spread activities, originated in Texas 
through the efforts of one man. The 
minister of a suburban Dallas church 
was unhappy over the fact that few 
young people were being reached by 
his church. He asked his assistant, a 
seminary 
student 
named James 
Raybum, to see what he could do 
about 
correcting 
the situation. 
Raybum started by "building rela­ 
tionships,” as he termed it. He re­ 
sorted intuitively to the methods 
Young Life uses today. He fre­ 
quented 
places where teenagers 
gathered. He made friends. In time 
he formed a ciub. Soon thereafter his 
club kids began to join him in going 


to church. And Rayburn’s one-man 
campaign, with its success reported 
in other qommuntties, was copied in 
thoee towns. From Texas it spread to 
other states. Today many of the 
executive heads of Young Lift were, 
among the earliest of those pioneers 
who formed local youth groups. 
They have lived with the organisa­ 
tion from its start. 
Idealistic as Young Life’s objec­ 
tives may be, they cost money. The 
organization’s budget now exceeds 
$10 million a year. So one may ask 
where the money comes from. Who 
pays the salaries of the professional 
workers—salaries 
comparable 
to 
those of teachers at the high school 
and college levels? 
Bill Starr answers: "We establish, 
adult committees in communities' 
where we have teenage groups. These 
volunteer committees—about 250 of 
them now—raise the philanthropic 
funds we need. About 73 percent of 
our money comes from individual 
gifts. Foundations give us another 12 
percent. Churches cooperate by 
contributing 8 percent, and 7 per­ 
cent comes from corporations.” 
Then Starr added, "Of course, 
when you grow as constantly as we 
are growing, you never really raise 
enough. Right now, for instance, we 
have to expand our staff so that we 
can reach more urban communities. 
In the past we’ve concentrated pret­ 
ty much on suburban areas. The 
cities had their own youth organiza­ 
tions like the YMCA, various athletic 
leagues, church clubs and many 
more. These are gO0d.~But when we 
see the things that are happening in 
some cities we feel that the kids in 
many urban areas desperately need 
our type of alternative to gang­ 
sterism, to crime, to drug addiction.

Chinese peanuts make big hit

One of the most harmonious 
peanut recipes we've ever hap­ 
pened on comes from a new, 
privately printed Chinese cook­ 
book called "Harmony of Fla­ 
vors" by Yung-chi Chao Chen. 
Tasters at our house were so 
enthusiastic about the fascinat­ 
ing flavor of these peanuts that 
we’ve had to make four batches 
of them. Be forewarned! 
Mrs. Chen is well known for 
her Chinese cooking classes at 
the Princeton Adult School in 
Princeton, N.J., where she has 
been teaching for a dozen 
years. When she started the 
classes most of the students 
were women, but gradually 
men — university professors, 
university and high school food 
services 
personnel, 
doctors, 
lawyers and writers — began 
joining. 
And there’s been another 
change. Mrs. Chen says: "My 
students also display increasing 
sophistication. In the past they 
accepted without question what­ 
ever I taught them, but now 
they are specifically asking for 
regional dishes such as Szech­ 
wan Spiced Bean Curd (mapwo 
doufu) or Boiled Dumplings 
(Shwei jyau).” Consequently, 
“Harmony of Flavors" is not 
restricted to any particular re­ 
gion of China. Instead, it con­ 
tains recipes from the major 
regional cuisines — dishes that 
are popular in all parts of 
China. 
Most appealing is the clear 
way the recipes are given: 
after the ingredient listings, 
preparation and cooking direc­ 
tions are neatly set off. 


But back to Mrs. Chen’s 
Roasted Peanuts (Kau hwa- 
shengmi). The recipe for them 
appears in a welcome chapter 
on cold dishes — welcome be­ 
cause 
these dishes are of 
course prepared in advance. 
A note of our own. The 
shelled raw peanuts called for 
in the following recipe are 
available by mail order. Judg­ 
ing by the mail-order bags a 
friend sent us — from a large 
supplier in Georgia and one in 
North Carolina — this is an ex­ 
cellent way to come by them.

However, shelled raw peanuts 
are also available in health- 
food stores. In our own neigh­ 
borhood in New York City, we 
found some good ones in a 
small shop run by a yoga 
group. 


MRS. CHEN’S PEANUTS 
14 to 2 pounds shelled raw 
peanuts with inner skins 
14 to 2 tablespoons salt 
14 to 2 tablespoons sugar 
4 or 5 star anises 
A« to 1 cup water 
Preparation: 
1. Line a large baking tray 
with aluminum foil. Spread the 
peanuts evenly on the tray. 
2. In a small saucepan, bring 
the water to a boil. Add salt, 
sugar, and star anises, cover, 
and simmer for 10 minutes. 
Pour the liquid and star anises 


over the peanuts and let soak 
for 30 minutes, or until the liq­ 
uid is almost entirely soaked 
up. 
Roasting: 
1. Preheat the oven to 300 de­ 
grees. Place the tray on the 
center rack and roast the pea­ 
nuts for 30 minutes. Reduce the 
oven heat to 200 degrees. Stir 
the peanuts and roast for 14 to 
2 hours or until the peanuts are 
completely dry. Check and stir 
the peanuts now and then with 
a spatula to make sure all the 
peanuts are evenly roasted. 
2. Remove from the oven and 
let cool Store in jar.

tax due Aug. 31 


ST. LOUlS -- Most owners of 
large trucks, truck-tractors, or 
buses in Missouri must file a 
Federal highway use tax return, 
Form 2290, fay August 31. 
The tax generally applies to 
single unit trucks weighing 
13,000 pounds or more, to truck* 
tractors weighing 5,500 pounds 
or more, to trucks of 9,000 or 
more pounds equipped for use in 
combinations, and to buses with 
a taxable gross weight of more 
that 26,000 pounds, die Internal 
Revenue Service said. 
Revenue from the highway 
use tax program assists states in 
financing the Interstate High* 
way System, but the tax is 
imposed on those vehicles using 
any public highways, city 
streets, state roads and in­ 
terstate roadways. 
The tax year for the highway 
use tax begins July 1 and runs 
through the following June 30. 
For vehicles placed in service 
after July, Forms 2290 must be 
filed with the Kansas City 
Service Center by the last day of 
the month following the month a 
vehicle is used on a public high­ 
way for the first time, the IRS 
added.

Agribusiness puts 
♦5.6 million into 
Kansas City area 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Agr­ 
ibusiness is a major stimulant 
to the Kansas City metropolitan 
area economy, and injected $5.6 
billion into the area’s economy 
last year, accpFttng to a report 
by the Midwest Research In­ 
stitute. 


The MRI study released Mon­ 
day says agribusiness provided 
jobs for 94,000 workers in the 
seven-county 
area—Johnson 
and Wyandotte counties in Kan­ 
sas and Jackson, Clay, Platte, 
Cass and Ray counties in Mis­ 
souri. 
That means one of every six 
persons 
in the metropolitan 
Kansas City area is employed 
in an agribusiness-related jobs. 
The 
agribusiness 
payroll 
amounts to $869 million annual­ 
ly- 
The findings of the research 
project were disclosed Monday 
at a Chamber of Commerce 
news conference. 


City officials and business­ 
men attending the news confer­ 
ence pointed to the importance 
of the study in boosting Kansas 
City as a world food center. 
Bill Theis, a grain company 
official and vice president of 
the chamber's economic devel­ 
opment division, said the study 
would be used as a basis for 
recommendations to establish a 
lask force for a world food con­ 


ference in Kansas City in 1979 
or 1980. 
Theis said it would also be 
helpful in attempts to bring a 
world’s fair to Kansas City in 
1985, “especially if it has as its 
theme food and agribusiness.” 
Theis noted efforts are being 
made to persuade the U.S. De­ 
partment 
of 
Agriculture 
to 
move 
out 
of 
Washington. 
“There is a push in the federal 
government to become more 
regionalized and it is possible 
that the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment would have three offices 
and one would be in Kansas 
City,” he said, adding that the 
MRI study would contribute to 
the effort. 
The study found that farmers 
and agribusiness firms bor­ 
rowed $700 million from the 
city’s financial institutions last 
year. Farm land valued at 
more than $323 million was sold 
last year by Kansas City real 
estate firms and, the manufac­ 
ture of agriculture-related prod­ 
ucts last year accounted for 19 
per cent of the sales of all 
products manufactured in the 
Kansas City area. 
The study said the metropoli­ 
tan area maintained its position 
as a major wheat flour milling 
center and is an important 
grain storage area with its 
elevator capacity of 117 million 
bushels.

that all 1976-crop wheat and 
feed-grain loans which mature 
prior to Oct. 31, 1977 may be 
extended to Oct. 31,1977 at the 
option of the producer. By ex­ 


tending loan maturity dates, 
USDA will give farmers the 
option of continuing to hold their 
grain in hopes of higher market 
prices. 
There will 
be 
no 
allowance for storage during the 
extension period. (Feed grains 
include barley, corn, oats, rye 
and sorghum). 


Under 
Commodity 
Loan 
Programs, 
producers borrow 
money from the Commodity 
Credit Corporation (CCC) of­ 
fering their crops as collateral. 
The loans are “nonrecourse” 
which means that when the loan 
matures, producers either repay 
the loan plus interest in cash or 
forfeit the commodity to CCC. 
CCC loans usually mature after 


one year and are therefore 
known as “anniversary” loans. 
In practice, the loan rate 
becomes the minimum price 
that a producer will receive for 
the crop. Since a producer 
generally will not redeem grain 
under loan if the market price ia 
i below the loan rate. 
Loans 
give producers the 
opportunity to obtain cash while 
holding their crops for later salt 
and to benefit from possible 
price increase that often come 
later in the season after harvest. 
By holding a crop market gluts 
and extreme (»'ice swings nad 
transportation bottlenecks are 
minimized to a great extent by 
sp r ea d in g 
co m m o d ity 
marketings over the entire year. 
CCC loans are administered 
by the Agricultural Stabilization

: A TAX DILEMMA: HOMES 
The American taxpayer’s favorite “loophole” - 
deductions for home mortgage interest and real estate 
taxes - is under the scrutiny of tax reformers. 
A person’s home is not only his castle but in most cases 
v. the only tax shelter he has. And few people seriously 
r suggest abolishing that advantage. 
. 
But there is strong sentiment in both the White House 
» « and on Capitol Hill for at least reducing the tax ad* 
> 
vantages for home ownership. 
Critics say the advantages go mostly to the affluent, 
because they can afford more expensive homes with 
higher mortagages and property taxes. Every home 
owner benefits, of course, but because the deductions 
come right off the top of cme’s income, they are of more 
value to those in the higher brackets. 
Thus one reform being talked about is to change the 
deductions from income to a credit against income taxes. 
The credit would be limited to some specified ceiling 
which would be the same for everybody. 
The trouble with this, however, is the wide variation in 
housing costs around the country. A tax credit that might 
be liberal for a home owner in a small town where homes 
are relatively inexpensive and property taxes low could 
work a hardship in a high-priced area. 
Another tax provision that would be chancy to tamper 
with is the one that allows a person to defer the capital 
gains tax on the profit from the sale of his residence if he 
buys a new one at the same or higher cost. 
This particular shelter has enabled millions of people 
• to upgrade their standard of living and keep a jump 
; * ahead of inflation. 
Making die tax advantages of home ownership more 
equal for people of all incomes is a worthwhile goal. 
•There is also the question of the present system’s 
; inherent unfairness to renters, who enjoy no such ad­ 
vantages. 
But reform in any of these areas should be approached 
with the utmost caution, lest a very large monkey 
wrench be unwittingly thrown into one of this country’s 
most basic and vital industries.

Human rights is the hottest 
phrase 
in 
Washington, 
the 
watchword so far of the Carter 
Administration. 
The formal acknowledgement 
that all is far from well in 
human terms in Indochina came 
just as a presidential mission 
arrived in Hanoi and Vientiane 
to inquire into the fate of the 
Americans still listed as missing 
in action in Vietnam. Both Hanoi 
and Vientiane were more 
receptive than in the past to the 
U.S. envoys, setting the scene 
for more missions, more talks, 
and, Hanoi at least hopes, a 
resumption 
of 
diplomatic 
relations and perhaps, at some 
future date, an infusion of 
Yankee dollars. 
The Soviet Union, which was 
only too ready to supply North 
Vietnam with arms, trucks, fuel 
and war supplies during the war 
in order to knock American out 
of its toehold in Southeast Asia, 
is not, apparently, all that ready 
to help rehabilitate Hanoi and 
take on another client state.

..The sympathies of most 
people in this area go the 
president end boerd of directors 
of the First National Bank of 
Mexico, 
who are opposing 
purchase of a controlling in­ 
terest in the benk by Central 
Bancotnpany of Jefferson City.

FOR THE ELDERLY

Inflation and rising property 
taxes can be a devastating 
combination for older persons 
on fixed incomes. In some cases 
the burden becomes too great; 
they are forced to give up their 
homes. Missouri’s "circuit 
breaker," started five years ago 
to provide s tax reduction for 
individuals over 65, is con­ 
sidered extremely helpful. 
This assistance has been 
improved for tower income 
people by the 1977 Legislature. 
For example persons over 65 
with an income of less than $2400 
will get an income tax credit or 
repayment for all of their 
property taxes or 20 per cnet of 
their rent, up to a maximum of 
•500. 
Supporters cite an example of 
how the new tables will help. 
Under the present law persona 
with an income of $5200 and tax 
of 1410 receive a reduction of 
1201. The rebind after the 
change would be 8267. The 
rebate would increase as income 
diminishes. 
Yet not all of those eligible 
took advantage of this program. 
To get the hill benefits, those 
who qualify must file for the 
credits. A concerted state effort 
needs to be made to bring this 
positive program to the at­ 
tention of all those who need it.

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Gulf Pipeline May Stay Empty 
While Producers Sit on Gas 


by Jack Anderson 
and Lrs Whitten 
WASHINGTON - In the 
Gulf of Mexico, a hundred 
miles off the Texas coast, a 
half-billion-dollar natural 
gas pipeline is under con­ 
struction. But thanks to 
some dubious backstage 
dealings, it could be a long 
time before the huge con­ 
duit transports anything 
more combustible than air. 
The Federal Power Com­ 
mission (FPC), faced with 
the prospect of dwindling 
gas supplies, officially ap­ 
proved the pipeline project 
last year. Normally, pipe­ 
line builders must have 
contracts with natural gas 
producers in hand before 
construction can begin. 
In this case, however, 
permission to build was 
granted even though the 
pipeline companies had no 
guarantees from gas pro­ 
ducers. This, of course, has 
left the producers in the 
catbird’s seat. They have 
simply decided to sit on 
their gas until prices are 
high enough to assure 
hefty profits. 
The 
pipeline 
project, 
known as the High Island 
Offshore System (HIOS), 
is actually a conglomerate 
of three competing enter­ 
prises. 
The competition 


banded together and hired 
a potent Washington law 
firm - Gallagher, Conner 
and Boland - to argue their 
case before the FPC. 
Christopher Boland, the 
principal HIOS attorney, 
just happens to be a close 
personal friend of Robert 
Perdue, the FPC deputy 
general counsel at the 
time. Even before the m at­ 
ter actually came before 
the commission, according 
to our sources, Boland was 
huddling in private with 
the then-chairman, Rich­ 
ard Dunham. 
Dunham then ordered 
his general 
counsel 
to 
make sure the project was 
approved 
even 
though 
HIOS had no written prom­ 
ises from producers that 
gas would be provided for 
the pipeline. 
The case 
was 
taken 
away from veteran FPC 
attorneys who were unani­ 
mously opposed to the 
HIOS plan. They were re­ 
placed with a staff lawyer, 
just one year out of law 
school, who recommended 
a go-ahead. The commis­ 
sion 
subsequently 
ap­ 
proved the project. 
Meanwhile, the natural 
gas producers are still 


waiting for prices to rise 
before they sign contracts 
with HIOS FPC sources 
told us there is little they 
can do to rectify the situa­ 
tion because the conduit 
has already been certified. 
The commission, inci­ 
dentally, now specifically 
requires prior contracts 
for all pipeline projects 
The pipeline companies, 
of course, won't lose a 
penny, no m atter how long 
their titanic tube lies em p­ 
ty. Natural gas consumers 
will absorb the construc­ 
tion costs and the mainte­ 
nance 
expenses, 
which 
may reach $120 million a 
year. 
Footnote: Perdue, now 
the FPC’s acting general 
counsel, told our associate 
Marc Smolonsky that he 
never 
discussed 
the 
project with any HIOS law­ 
yers, including Boland. We 
were unable to reach Dun­ 
ham; HIOS attorney Bo­ 
land did not return our 
calls.

Octogenarian George Meany 
launching 
National

WASHINGTON- You can bet 
your security blanket that the 
nation's moat powerful, most 
feisty curmudgeon, 83-year-old 
labor chief George Meany, will 
be president of the AFL-CIO at 
least until 1980, the Lord per­ 
mitting. 
It's official. 
His 
national headquarters has just 
announced he will run again at 
their December convention. 
Since Meany has led the 
“movement" 
virtually since 
1939, you might ask, “So what 
else is new?” Lota. Though he's 
now going on 84, this last of the 
century's historic political-labor 
colossi is leading a series of 
national 
and international 
campaigns which would shake 
up American industrialism and 
the United Nations just for 
starters. 
At this moment, for example, 
reports from his national office 
disclose 
he's 
planning 
a 
worldwide 
transportation 
boycott of the J. P. Stevens 
company. Meany could hit the 
nation's second largest textile 
corporation hard if he could tie 
up the firm’s intercontinental 
shipments This he could ac­ 
complish with the cooperation of 
the London-based International 
Transportworkers' Federation's 
maritime and dockside units. 
They reach all the way from 
New York and Britain to Hong 
Kong. Japan, New Zealand and 
Australia. Meany already has 
the support of Teddy Gleason s 
International Longshoremen's 
Assn (ILA, AFL-CIO), which 
virtually crippled the American 
copper 
industry 
during an 
inland coordinated strike almost 
a decade ago. 
There’s been some talk of 
swinging 
the 
Teamsters’ 
Brotherhood into the boycott 
launched by the Amalgamated 
Clothing and Textile Workers’ 
Union directed by the union’s 
leadership team of Murray 
Finley and Jack Sheinkman. 
Frank 
Fitzsimmons’ 
in­ 
dependent 
brotherhood 
has 
already 
endorsed 
labor’s

Residents of Missouri cities 
and counties no longer will 
need to approve the issuance 
of 
revenue 
bonds 
by 
government bodies for the 
construction of buildings and 
other industrial facilities. 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale 
signed into law recently a bill 
which allows cities and 
counties to form corporations 
to borrow money by issuing 
revenue 
bonds 
without 
requiring approval by a 
majority of voters. 
Tlie law will enable cities 
and counties to play a more 
direct role in the construction 
of 
revenue-producing 
factories, 
warehouses 
and 
other industrial facilities. 
Corporations 
may 
be 
formed by three or more 
persons under the new taw. 
However, 
under 
state 
statutes, 
the corporations 
themselves may not operate 
any manufacturing, industrial 
or commercial enterprise or 
engage in corporate farming 
operations. 
The corporations will only 
have the power to authorize 
projects and issue industrial 
construction revenue bonds. 
The tax-free revenue bonds 
are paid off by the revenues 


the local government receives 
from leasing or operating the 
facility built with them. 
The bill has been called 
unconstitutional by several 
legislators, including Rep. 
Robert E. Young, R-Carthage, 
who said the governor should 
have vetoed the bill because it 
violates several provisions of 
the Missouri Constitution. 
According 
to 
the 
constitution, all corporations 
must be .organized under 
general taws, but Young said 
this bill is a special law. 
Additionally, Young said, 
the 
constitution 
says 
shareholders 
of 
the 
corporation should elect the 
directors. This bill allows the 
governing 
body 
of 
the 
community or municipality 
which 
authorized 
the 
corporation formation to elect 
the directors, he said. 
“Such a provision is clearly 
unconstitutional/' 
Young 
said, because it would allow 


“some outsider” to elect the 
corporation directors. 
Young also said the new taw 
gives local governments more 
power than they should be 
allowed because it permits 
them to file articles of 
incorporation themselves. 
“Counties and municipal­ 
ities are creatures of the state 
and they . . . have only those 
powers given to them by the 
state,” he said in a constitu­ 
tional objection to the bill. 
“This is an attempt to give 
power, or duty, or respon­ 
sibility, or all three in excess 
of those allowed.” 
Young said the bill violates 
other provisions of the state 
constitution 
by 
denying 
shareholders their share of 
“just compensation” if the 
corporation folds or dissolves. 
The bill gives the corporation 
property 
to 
the 
local 
governing 
body 
upon 
termination, subject to the 
rights of creditors.

Murder 
sentence 
clears man 


FARMINGTON, 
Mo. 
(AP) 
—Michael Lee Dunn, 22, al­ 
ready serving life imprison­ 
ment in another slaying, has 
been sentenced to life again for 
a murder for which another 
man served a year in jail. 
Dunn was sentenced Monday 
by Judge Stanley Murphy of 
the St. Francois County Circuit 
Court in the beating death of 
Mrs. Lydia Marlow, 81, of 
Bonne Terre, Mo., on June 21, 


1976. 
Dunn had previously been 
sentenced to a life term in an 
August 1976 stabbing. Police 
say Dunn admitted both kill­ 
ings. 
Billy England, 19, of Bonne 
Terre had been held in lieu of 
$50,000 bond while awaiting 
trial in the murder of Mrs. 
Marlow. He was released July 
1, after Dunn confessed to po­ 
lice. 
England's attorney, John Wil­ 
liams, said England might have 
been convicted on the basis of a 
statement wrung out of him in 
questioning by the Highway Pa­ 
trol two days after the killing. 
“They kept telling me that 
they found blood on the clothes 
they took from me and that my 
fingerprints were all over the 
house," England said. “I said 
there was no way 1 could have 
been there." 
England said he broke down 
when 
“they 
started 
talking 
about God and religion,” imply­ 
ing he would go to hell for what 
he had done. 
However, Wolliams said the 
case "didn’t add up” and his 
firm hired a private detective 
and began an extensive investi­ 
gation of the case 
England passed a polygraph 
test in June of this year and 
was released after witnesses 
came forward to testify that 
Dunn had killed Mrs Marlow

Tksrsday Night Football?? 


NEW YORK (AP) — The possibility of Thursday night and, 
perhaps, Sunday night football appears more and more likely as 
the National Football League’s talks with the three netwwks 
continue. 
„ „ 
A „ 
The NFL’s TV contracts with NBC, CBS and ABC all ran out at 
the close of this season. The current talks are centering on four- 
year contracts to cover the 1978-81 seasons. It is probable that 
NBC will again end up with a basic American Conference 
package, CBS with a National Conference package and ABC with 
its Monday night games. 
Sources say, however, that this time around the NFL is offering 
a fourth package to include about a half dozen Thursday and 
possibly Sunday night games. And to sweeten the pot, the NFL is 
reportedly offering rights to the first and fourth Super Bowls in 
the four-year deal to whomever accepts the Thursday night 
package. 
In other words, whichever network accepts the risks involved 
in televising football against prime time programming on 
Thursday and-or Sunday nights, and also agrees to the added 
expense, also gets two of the four Super Bowls currently being 
negotiated. 
Sources say that CBS, currently running third in the rating 
game, is definitely interested in the fourth package. NBC is in­ 
terested in Thursday nights but wary of Sunday nights. ABC, 
which has the strongest prime time schedule, may be reluctant to 
give up some of its entertainment programming for another night 
of football. At the same time, however, ABC has been coveting 
the Super Bowl for some time, and may find the lure of getting 
two of them too much to resist.

Lindemaran and Howard were the prime movers far 
NBC in the Olympic deal. If Congress should find some cause far 
concern in the contract and call NBC on the carpet, the network 
can now point out that "those responsible are no longer with as.” 
Very convenient.

delinquency. 
Gavin 
says: 
“ First, you take a youngster of 
average or above-average in­ 
telligence who cannot learn in 
the same way as the children 
around him. Then, put him in a 
classroom where he is doomed 
to fall behind. He starts picking 
up labels from the other children 
-- 
dummy, 
troublemaker, 
weirdo. 
“ He starts acting out, hitting 
back. He makes friends of other 
troublemakers who can’t make 
it in the classroom. He thinks of 
himself as dumb. His parents 
think he’s lazy. His teachers call 
him uncooperative. 
“ For most such kids, it doesn’t 
take 12 years of schooling to get 
the message. So they drop out - 
or get kicked out of school All 
too often, the children end up 
behaving in a way that fulfills 
everyone’s worst expectations. 
Police blotters are filled with the 
names of many of these people. 
Properly diagnosed and treated 
at an early age, most children 
with learning disabilities can 
overcome their handicap ’’ 
The program will examine 
some of the ways each parent, 
each teacher, each interested 
observer might spot some of 
these youngsters, 
before .too 
much damage is done, and will 
explore some of the methods,

Deadline near on coal contract 
Sikeston feeling pressure of slow court ruling 


By Ron Porter 
The f* I lure of the Mleeourl Supreme Court 
to rule on the legality of Sikeston’s plana for 
a 235 megawatt power plant la beginning to 
worry city offtciala who muat aoon decide 
whether or not to atgn a coal contract with 
Weatern Fuela, Inc. 


Western Fuela ia a nonprofit organization 
that la planning to open a mine in Southern 
Ulinoia to aupply coal for power planta in 
Sikeaton and Kanaaa City. Kan. 


But the deadline for deciding whether or 
not Sikeaton will participate in the project ia 
drawing close. 


"It’a getting down to the point where 
we're going to have to fish or cut bait, and 
we don’t want to do that until we hear from 
the Supreme court, “E. R “Dick” Inman 
aaid Friday. Inman ia director of the 
director of the Board of Municipal Utilities. 
"We don’t want to get any more money 


involved in thla thing than we have to,” he 
added. 
Signing the contract will obligate the city- 
owned utility for thouaands of dollara, 
money which would be loet if the court rulea 
againat the city. 


That poaea a dilemma for the city. Should 
it apend the money and take the chance the 
court will rule in its favor, or wait and hope 
Western Fuela does not go ahead without 
Sikeaton. 


“We could be (in trouble) if it got toocloae 
(to the deadline)... we could have to wait so 
long it would have to go by the wayside,” 
Inmansaid. 


Inman said the group has an option on the 
mine site, but a number of studies have yet 
to be done to determine the amount of coal 
there and its quality. Those are some of the 
resona for the approaching deadline 
The mine is slated to begin producing coal 


in late 1979 or early 1980, Juat before the new 
power plant goes into operation. 
The massive power plant will dominate 
the city's skyline The boiler plant will be 
210 feet high, about 10 feet higher than the 
smoke stack at the present plant. 


The smoke stack at the new plant will be 
450 feet high. 
The plant will cost 1150 million to build 
That money includes the cost of land, 
construction, start up money, legal and 
financing fees and the effect of inflation 
over the next several years 
The facility will be located on 455 acres of 
land north of Compress Road and west of 
the present steam plant. 
Although most of the property was an­ 
nexed to the city limits Jan. 13, the board 
has not exercised its option to buy the site. 
Again, the holdup is with the court 
The coal will be brought to Sikeston by 


rail and stored in a stock pile that will cover 
18 acres. Inman said. The stockpile will hold 
600,000 tons of coal 
He added that the site is designed to 
handle trains up to 100 cars in length and 
have all 100 cars on the site so they will not 
be blocking roads, while waiting to unload 
Inman said the city had looked into the 
feasibility of having the plant built on the 
Mississippi river, barging the coal to the 
site, and then transmitting the power back 
to Sikeston 
One of the big problems with that is using 
river water for cooling 
‘‘Its just as cheap to use ground water and 
cooling towers if you have a lot of ground 
water," 
he 
said 
“According 
to 
the 
Environmental Protection Agency, you 
have to go to such elaborate means to build 
your intake facilities for water supply in the 
river that it's so expensive you're better off 
going to cooling towers,” 


Bringing the coal in by barge would be 
cheaper, he said, but then he added the coal 
is coming such a short distance, that it does 
not make much difference 


Sikeston plans to have the power plant in 
operation in the early 1980s with the excess 
power being sold to 11 other communities in 
Missouri Those communities will drop off 
the power grid over the years until aobut the 
year 2000 when Sikeston will be using all the 
power the plant generates 
The sale of the power to the other towns is 
what the court suit is all about 


The suit was brought by Charles Mitchell 
of Sikeston and Don C Diven of Trenton and 
later joined by Arkansas-Missouri Power 
Co., Sikeston was later joined by REA 
Electric 
Cooperatives 
and 
the public 
counsel for the Public Service Commission 
The court must rule on two challenges 
Whether or not Sikeston is building the 


power plant for the benefit of Sikeston or 
just so it can sell power to other com­ 
munities and whether or not the cities in­ 
volved have the authority to obligate 
themselves to buy power over long periods 
of time. 


City officials have expressed confidence 
in the outcome of the suit, but apparently 
were unprepared for the lengthy delay in 
the court ruling 


The judge, who city officials believe will 
make the ruling, went on vacation in July 
and did not return until August . The court 
went into recess in August and no ruling was 
issued 


Inman said he hopes the ruling will come 
early in September.. 
"If the court would hurry up and act, we 
could make the decisions and get the thing 
going." he said.

Hormel to lay off 325 


AUSTIN. Minn (AP) - An official of Geo A. Hormel & Co. 
announced Saturday that layoff notices, which cannot take effect 
for 52 weeks, will be sent to 325 employes at the Austin plant. 
W. R. Hunter, general manager of the plant, said the ter­ 
mination notices will be issued by Sept. 10, but cannot take effect 
for one year under terms of the union contract with Local P-9, 
Amalgamated Meatcutters and Butchers Workmen of North 
America 
Local P-9 has about 2,200 members while total employment at 
the Austin meat packing plant is about 2,600. 
Hunter said the plant currently has a surplus number of em­ 
ployes based on present production levels. He said the action to 
reduce the workforce had been deferred pending the outcome of 
recent contract talks with the union concerning the possibility of 
building a new plant in the southern Minnesota city of 27,000 
persons 
Union members voted unanimously July 27 to reject the 
proposed eight-year contract, which eliminates incentive pay 
and contains a no-strike provision. 
"With the rejection of the company's offer by Local P-9, it is 
regretable that we must now adjust the workforce to the level of 
production which our plant will support," Hunter said. 
"Disproportionate energy consumption and excessive unit 
production costs further add to the necessity of reducing the 
production level of the Austin plant," he said 
The layoffs are on the seniority basis and include workers hired 
after June 1968 This includes Richard Arnold, Local P-9 
president whose term expires in November. He was hired in 
February 1969 
Two members of the eightmember union executive board, 
Lynn Renville and Michael Ruzek. also will be laid off. 
The company announcement came one day after union leaders 
from 14 Hormel plants around the country wound up a two-day 
meeting in Austin, pledging support for Local P-9 members. 
"The Hormel locals are now working out the details of an ap­ 
propriate response to the company threat," said a statement 
issued by the union leaders 
Arnold called for a "fresh start" in negotiations and indicated

The revised billing practices 
for 
telephone 
companies 
would 
provide 
more

formation to customers about 
service and billing and would 
standardize 
the 
billing 
practices 
of 
all 
Missouri 
telephone companies. 
The commission has held 
four hearings on the revisions 
over the past three months in 
different areas of the state. 
The proposed date that the 
companies would have to 
comply with the standards is 
Dec. 31. A similar revision of 
billing practices for electric, 
gas and water utilities was 
adopted by the commission in 
1975 but legal appeals by the 
utilities have prevented them 
from going into effect. 
The commission plans to 
revise the billing practices of 
all utilities as part of its 


“Blueprint 
for 
Action” 
designed in the fall of 1975. 
Some 
of 
the 
major 
requirements in the proposed 
billing standards for telephone 
companies are: 
—A customer applying for 
service would have to be in­ 
formed by the company of the 
cheapest rate available. 
—Bills 
would 
have 
to 
itemize charges for basic 
service, toll charges, taxes 
and franchise fees and show 
the due date. Bills also would 
have to carry a telephone 
number customers could call 
to make inquiries of the 
company. 
—Deposits could not be 
required unless a customer 
had been delinquent in paying 
telephone bills. 
—If a deposit were required, 
it could not exceed an amount 
equal to two months’ service 
charges The deposit would

In Washington, the U.S. La­ 
bor Department said Thursday 
it would issue temporary emer­ 
gency standards for the chem­ 
ical to limit the public’s ex­ 
posure. .The later department 
urged chemical companies to 
protect workers who use it. 
The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency also said Thursday 
it is working with the Food and 
Drug Administration to see if 
any DBCP residues remain in 
food crops that might pose a 
danger to the public 
It also said its regional of­ 
fices are testing soil and water 
near major DBCP manufac­ 


turing and formulation plants. 
Federal 
officials 
stopped 
short of banning the sale of 
pesticides 
containing 
DBCP, 
however, as at least one con­ 
sumer group had asked. 
Dow officials said their action 
was precautionary. There is no 
evidence the chemical, market­ 
ed by Dow under the trade 
name Fumazone, poses a haz­ 
ard to farm ers who handle it 
only occasionally. 
It is used mainly by fruit 
farmers 
in 
California 
and 
Hawaii and soybean farmers in 
the Midwest to kill microscopic 
worms that nibble roots and 
stunt crops. 
The federal action will tem­ 
porarily reduce the amount of 
DBCP that can be included in 
pesticides that use it as a base 
That standard will be in effect 
while data on the pesticide is 
reviewed 
and 
a 
permanent 
standard is set. That could take 
six months to a year. % * 
The labor department’s Oc­ 
cupational Safety dhd Health 
Administration .(OSHA)

urged peslicide'processors who 
use DBCP to reduce airborne 


concentrations of the chemical 
as much as possible and to test 
workers for adverse effects.

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SHS offense lagging behind, Smith says

A controlled offensive scrimmage under the lights 
Friday night at Public Schools Stadium confirmed Terry 
Smith’s fears about his Bulldog football team - they have 
a long way to go before next Friday night’s season opener 
against Farmington. 


“Our defense is way ahead of the offense,” Smith 
pointed out Saturday after contemplating the results of 
Friday night's practice. “ I think the defense will be as 
good as it was last year.” he said. 
Offensively, it was a long night for inexperienced 
Bulldogs “We probably jumped off sides 20 times,” 
Smith moaned about the ragged ness of the scrimmage. 


“Our pass offense is lagging way behind,” said the 
Bulldog mentor about his team’s biggest problem. The 
1976 10-1 club was not know as a passing team, and Smith 
warned that this year’s club would not throw as well as 
did their predecessors of a season ago. 
The problem with the Sikes ton passing game won’t lie 
with senior quarterback Jay Cox, who directed last 
year’s junior varsity club to a 4-4-1 record. ‘‘He (Cox) 
won’t be the best around, but he’ll be a pretty fair 
passer,” testified Smith about his diminutive passer. 
“But we’ve got to find some guys who can catch the 
football.” 
Paul Gilbow and Craig Littleton, last year’s top two 
receivers, are departed via the graduating route, and no 
newcomers have stepped in to assume the tight end and 


flanker positions. In fact, Smith says that this year’s 
team will run without a wide receiver and will go with a 
fullhouse backfield, partially because of the lack of good 
receivers. 


“We’re gonna give some seniors a shot at it the first 
ballgame,” said Smith about his starters at the end 
spots. But if they don’t produce, there may be a few 
juniors and sophomores seeing action there. 


The backfield seems to be set for the most part. Glynn 
Felton, Mike Shell and Gary Silverthorn will operate 
behind Cox in the standard T formation, although Smith 
admitted that there might be some variations in the 
offensive set as the season wears on. 
“Our five interior linemen are doing a pretty fair job,” 


said Smith about the brightest spot on the Bulldog of­ 
fense. New faces will be at each position along the line, 
but they are learning fast and developing into a good 
unit. “They’ll be right at home after the third or fourth 
game,” said the SHS coach. 


Injuries at a couple of key positions on defense have 
hurt preparations there, but Smith expects that unit to be 
ready for the Farmington opener. 


Most of the Bulldogs took Saturday off, although the 
quarterbacks and receivers worked or. their thing. The 


crew will hit it hard for four days this week, with the 
emphasis on the offense, although much polishing needs 
to be done on the defense and speical teams as well.

Since opening in 1962, the school is one of 54 new ser­ 
ving 
secondary students (high school) and adults. 
Jackson said it is believed that the total enrollment of the 
Sikeston vocational school also m akes it the largest one 
between St. Louis and Mem phis on a North to South axis. 
The enrollment of the school is between 3,500 to 4,000 
adults annualy.

the approximate 400 students, 
500 are Com

The adults m ay be veterans or those people sent by the 
M issouri State Unemployement Service under the C E T A

in the sense that it separates 
you from the rest of us. 
I believe you will find it 
helpful to try and understand 
that your obsessive thoughts 
have a defnite function. That 
is, they are not just “bad" 
thoughts to be gotten rid of 
They are a part of you which 
you actively use, cling to 
What is their function1’ First, 
notice that these thoughts keep 
you preoccupied with past. 
Often people who are con­ 
stantly concerned with the 
past are very frightened of the 
present and the future Being 
“possessed" with the past is 
annoying and depressing but it 
may well be less frightening 
than one's concern with the 
present. 
Second, notice that there is a

are a sensitive person who is

Tomorrow in their hands’-Young Life coming to Sikeston 


T 


' ake, as an example, a recent Young 
Life meeting at the home of a six­ 
teen-year-old boy in Connecticut. If 
his parents were dumbfounded by what 
they saw, they could hardly be blamed. A 
week or^o earlier the boy had asked per­ 
mission to have the next Young Life club 
meeting at his home. His mother, knowing 
that these local teenagers met at different 
homes every week, readily agreed. Her son 
was new to the organization, and she had 
never Witnewpd a meeting. So she baked a 
cake, bought some ho^ dogs, and prepared 
soft drinks for what she as.n -no'I would 
be a dozen or so young people. 


The shock came that evening. At seven 
o’clock she and her husband stood on the 
porch of their suburban home, open- 
mouthed, watching scores of teenagers ar­ 
rive in cars, on bicycles, on motorbikes, 
on foot. There seemed to be no end to the 
parade. 
Before long the living room was so 
crowded that an adult representative of 
Young Life—a cheerful group leader in his 


late twenties—suggested that everybody 
go out to the front lawn. By seven-thirty 
on this moonlit spring evening, the lawn 
was thronged by more than sixty young­ 
sters, all laughing, talking, having a noisy 


good time. 
Normally this residential street, Elm 
Avenue, was so silent that if a dog barked 


you could hear it half a mile away. With 
dozens of teenagers now making no effort 
to be quiet, many a startled neighbor 
came out to see what was happening. 
Their children walked close to investigate. 
A police car stopped, but the homeowner 
waved reassurance, and the car rolled on. 
Presently a young fellow in jeans sat on 
a porch step, began strumming a guitar, 
and sixty young voices joined in a hand- 
clapping chorus of “He’s Got the Whole 
World in His Hands.” 
That was the start. Other songs follow­ 
ed, contemporary spirituals mingling with 
popular rock. The neighbors must have 
enjoyed the concert they heard, for no­ 
body complained. Perhaps they were sub- 
liminally aware of a universal truth the 
Young Life organization has long known: 
Two things usually attract young people- 
sports events and music. At sports events 
they may be divided, cheering for oppos­ 
ing teams. But music draws them together 
in a common bond of pleasure. 
At about eight o ’clock the singing end­ 
ed. Most of the youngsters sat down on 
lhe_ grass, cross-legged, looking up at the 
leader who had taken the top porch step 


as a rostrum. Like the boys, he wore jeans 
and an open-collared sports shirt. Until 
now he had been merely another member 
of the crowd, drifting here and there, 
chatting with anyone who cared to talk. 
He had shared discussions about the local 
high school’s baseball team, about the im­ 
minent senior prom, about the relative 
merits of certain male, female, and coed 
colleges. 
Now, from the top step, he launched 
into a brief talk. It took scarcely ten min­ 
utes and it was based on a Biblical theme 
in contemporary terms. What he said 
could not be characterized as a sermon. It 
was too colloquial, an easy conversation 
with friends. The manner in which he 
stressed the wisdom of the Bible’s message 


sounded so practical, so rational, that any 
other attitude toward life seemed absurd. 
He spoke of trust: people trusting their 
friends, people trusting their parents, peo­ 
ple trusting Jesus Christ. 


When the leader sat down, there was no 
applause. The thoughtful silence indicated 
a meaningful message had been communi­ 
cated. 
By eight-thirty the meeting ended. The 
young people left as they had come, in 
cars, on bicycles, on motorbikes, on foot, 


and Elm Avenue was quiet again. 
Perhaps the most notable thing about 
this Connecticut gathering was that it was 
being repeated in almost a thousand 
places throughout the United States and 
in nine other countries. Similar Young 
Life sessions were going on, usually in 
homes but sometimes in school gymnasi­ 
ums, in the social halls of churches, in 
store fronts. Tbe Young Life organization, 
which has been sponsoring such meetings 
since 1938, now has attendance of over 
75,000. Year after year, as its teenage 
members grow to adulthood, their places 
are filled by new generations. In the esti­ 
mate of the association’s President, Wil­ 


liam S. (Bill) Starr, during the past thirty- 
seven years hundreds of thousands of peo­ 
ple have felt its influence on their lives. 


A former member of Young Life, him­ 
self now the father of two teenagers, told 
me that one of the things he learned when 
he attended meetings was not to be 
ashamed o f praying. “I’ve made a point of 
having my kids hear me pray for the 
things our family wanted. What it’s done 
is make God very real to them—Someone 
in our home, Someone we can talk to. 
And I tell you that kids who learn to talk 
to God simply can’t be bad.” 


Nevertheless, we live in an age when 
misguided youngsters seem to command 
most attention. As Bill Starr put it, 
“Newspapers crowd our minds with re­ 
ports of teenage crime and prostitution 
and drug addiction, and of course a good 
deal of it is true. But does this really re­ 
flect the character of America’s average 
young people? Not at all. Most kids want 
to be decent and wholesome and honest. 
Their problem is how. It is our job to 
help these youngsters discover for them­ 
selves the way to integrity and personal 
fulfillment. The first step in leading kids 


is to establish our own credibility with 
them.” 


But how? It is not always easy for an 
adult group leader to win the confidence 
of teenagers—that is, to a degree that will 
enable him to interest the youngsters in 
something that changed the leader’s own 
life. To cope with the challenge, Young 


Life has a trained staff of 500 profession­ 
als, men and women. These devote full 
time to the organization’s work. In addi­ 
tion there are 200 who serve part time. 
And most leaders hold master’s degrees in 
theology or religious education—many of 
these degrees earned at the Young Life

Institute just south of Colorado 
Springs. 
Whether they work with sub­ 
urban teenagers, urban, or with 
problem cases, what these adults 
have to learn—or relearn—is how to 
be young. They have to develop the 
skill of mingling with young people 
as equals—at football games, in pizza 
parlors, at soda fountains, in juke­ 
box haunts, everywhere. They have 
to leam how to listen to youthful 
ideas and problems and complaints; 
to offer counsel only when it is 
sought; never to pontificate; some­ 
times to talk in the colloquial lan­ 
guage of teenagers; to win friendship 
and trust by giving friendship and 
trust. 
Oscar Hammerstein II once wrote 
that a bell is never a bell till you ring 
it, and love is never love till you give 
it. An adult cannot easily say such 
things without the risk of being 
considered “square.” The words 
sound too much like preachment. 
“But any time I can help my young 
friends to understand and utter such 
thoughts themselves, to one another, 
to make their own discoveries” one 
group leader said, “ I get the deep- 
down, satisfied feeling of knowing 
I’m doing part of my job well.” 
Considering the vast number of 
youngsters Young Life serves, its 
professional staff can hardly hope to 
accomplish its ends without assis­ 
tance. Fortunately help is plentiful. 
It comes from some 4,900 adult and 
college-age 
volunteers, 
many 
of 
them former members—“alumni 
of the organization. These volun­ 
teers help during the school year and 
about 3,000 of them also serve as 
counselors at seven widely scattered 
vacation camps operated by Young 
Life. 
In the summer these camps, lo­ 
cated in the United States and Can­ 
ada, annually attract more than 
15,000 youngsters for one-week 
stays. Weekend winter camps involve 
another 55,000. Rates run upward 
of $85 a week, but Bill Starr insists 
that no boy or girl is barred for finan­ 
cial reasons. Young Life grants hun­ 
dreds of camp scholarships. 
Since Young Life was founded to 
disseminate the teachings of Jesus, it 
is interesting to hear it described as 
nondenominational. Yet the truth is 
that it includes Protestants and 
Catholics, whites and blacks, people 
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of all racial backgrounds. "When we 
talk about being for kids,” Stan- 
ended, “we mean kids everywhere. 
Our goal is the emergence of decent 
human beings by changing and en­ 
riching their hearts and minds with a 
knowledge 
and 
acceptance 
of 
Christ.” 
Much of this is achieved at the 
Young Life camps which, by the 
way, 
would make travel agents 
drool. They occupy spectacular sites 
for both summer and winter sports, 
offering every thing from canoe trips 
to ski slopes, from mountain climb­ 
ing to tobogganing, water skiing and 
para-sailing. The Silver Cliff and 
Frontier Ranches are perched high in 
the Rockies. Castaway Club lies 
among fish-filled Minnesota lakes. 
Malibu Club (which one travel writer 
has described as situated in the most 
beautiful spot in the world) nestles 
in a fjordlike inlet north of Van­ 
couver in British Columbia. Saranac 
Village in the Adirondacks. Windy 
Gap in the Great Smokies. Woodleaf 
in the gold rush country of Cali­ 
fornia—all these provide memorable 
adventures. They prompt campers to 
write letters of thanks for “the best 
week of my life”; the most gratifying 
add, “I have come closer, I think, to 
understanding and appreciating the 
teachings of Jesus.” 
Thus the camps fulfill their pur­ 
pose. But also Young Life’s hope, 
obviously, is that the experience of 
intimately sharing camp life will 
engender better understanding of 
one another among teenagers; and 
that out of such understanding will 
grow the compassion and love for 
which all religions strive. 
It is odd to record that an organi­ 
zation of such size, of such wide­ 
spread activities, originated in Texas 
through the efforts of one man. The 
minister of a suburban Dallas church 
was unhappy over the fact that few- 
young people were being reached by 
his church. He asked his assistant, a 
seminary 
student 
named 
James 
Rayburn, to see what he could do 
about 
correcting 
the 
situation. 
Rayburn started by “ building rela­ 
tionships,” as he termed it. He re­ 
sorted intuitively to the methods 
Young Life uses today. He fre­ 
quented 
places 
where 
teenagers 
gathered. He made friends. Ir. time 
he formed a club. Soon thereafter his 
club kids began to join him in going

to church. And Rayburn's one-man 
campaign, with its success reported 
in other communities, was copied in 
those towns. From Texas it spread to 
other states. Today many of the 
executive heads of Young Life were 
among the earliest of those pioneers 
who formed local youth groups. 
They have lived with the organiza­ 
tion from its start. 
Idealistic as Young Life’s objec­ 
tives may be, they cost money. The 
organization’s budget now exceeds 
$10 million a year. So one may ask 
where the money comes from. Who 
pays the salaries of the professional 
workers—salaries 
comparable 
to 
those of teachers at the high school 
and college levels? 
Bill Starr answers: “We establish 
adult committees in communities 
where we have teenage groups. These 
volunteer committees—about 250 of 
them now—raise the philanthropic 
funds we need. About 73 percent of 
our money comes from individual 
gifts. Foundations give us another 12 
percent. 
Churches cooperate by 
contributing 8 percent, and 7 per­ 
cent comes from corporations.” 
Then Starr added, “Of course, 
when you grow as constantly as we 
are growing, you never really raise 
enough. Right now, for instance, we 
have to expand our staff so that we 
can reach more urban communities. 
In the past we’ve concentrated pret­ 
ty much on suburban areas. The 
cities had their own youth organiza­ 
tions like the YMCA, various athletic 
leagues, church clubs and many 
more. These are good. But when we 
see the things that are happening in 
some cities we feel that the kids in 
many urban areas desperately need 
our type of alternative to gang­ 
sterism, to crime, to drug addiction. 


By our type I mean an intimate 
knowledge 
of 
the 
person 
and 
teachings of Christ. This confronts 
us with the most serious challenge 
we have ever known. In a campaign 
called ‘Bridge to the Future’ we’re 
trying to raise an extra $4,850,000, a 
large part of it for work in urban 
centers.” 
One of the most sobering aspects 
of today’s moral decline is that every 
week some 10,000 teenagers run 
away from home. One cannot blind 
oneself to anything so grim. It has 
caused 
Young Life to establish 
homes where runaway juveniles can 
find refuge. Here Young Life leaders 
try to discover why the youngsters 
left their families, to help them ex­ 
perience a kind of compassionate 
substitute family for a while and to 
persuade the runaways to return to 
their homes. 
“Runaways of today,” said Dr. 
James Oraker, Young Life’s staff 
psychologist, “aren’t that special 
breed of the past who left home to 
seek their fortune, to fulfill adoles­ 
cent dreams of glory. Except for 
those youngsters forced out of their 
homes by parents who can’t support 
them, most runaways are escaping 
from what they perceive to be intol­ 
erable conditions at home and at 
school. The break is often the cul­ 
mination of accumulated grievances. 
Suddenly, 
unchartered 
freedom 
seems preferable to the security of a 
home. For each runaway as many as 
three or four youngsters with the 
same 
problems and temptations 
remain at home, angry but silent. 
Why? What compels young peo­ 
ple, the most prosperous of any 
generation, to reject their parents? 
Perhaps that is the wrong question. 
Maybe we should ask, have parents 


rejected their children? 
Robert Mitchell, Young Life’s;; 
vice-president of Operations and a 
veteran in its work, asserted, “We 
must not underestimate the basic 
intelligence of those so-called prob­ 
lem kids. Many of them have good 
minds. If those minds have been 
diverted into ugly channels, it’s our 
job to bring them back tc^ a whole­ 
some attitude toward life. Our basic 
approach is unconditional friendship 
and sharing of the teachings of Jesus 
Christ.” 
Emphasis on religion can bring 
some strange responses. At one 
meeting a Chinese girl, a Christian 
whose forebears may have been 
steeped in the philosophy of Con­ 
fucius, brought this thought to a 
group leader: “When you see a can­ 
dle flame, it looks the same from 
second to second. Yet we know that 
the flame is always burning up new 
wax, always changing. It’s never the 
same at one instant as it was the 
moment before. Isn’t that so?” 
Though the leader looked puz­ 
zled, he concurred. 
“Well, isn’t a human being,like a 
candle flame?” the girl asked. “ He 
may look the same from moment to 
moment, but we know his body is 
always burning up its cells, always 
changing, so that he’s never quite the 
same at any instant as he was a sec­ 
ond before. If lhat’s the case, how 
can we hold a person responsible for 
what he did in the past? He’s no 
longer the same person.” 
This—in its way a remarkable 
facet of a young mind— made the 
group leader draw a long, deep 
breath. “Granting everything you 
say,” he replied, “let me remind you 
that God gave you things He didn’t 
give the candle—the ability to think, 


a 
conscience, 
a 
sense 
of 
re- 
sponsiblllty to your fellow beings, 
a feeling for the difference between 
right and wrong. He wouldn’t have 
blessed you with such powers if He 
didn’t expect you to use them. 
What’s more, He gave you guideposts 
for living in the teachings of Jesus— 
another thing He didn’t give the 
candle. Does that answer your ques­ 
tion?” 
Churches also are creating inno­ 
vative programs to reach young 
people. One actually follows its 
members to their colleges. The Rev­ 
erend Bill Flanagan of the First Pres­ 
byterian Church in Colorado Springs 
travels as far away as Spokane, Wash­ 
ington, to meet with young members 
of his congregation who are at Whit­ 
worth College, a Presbyterian-re­ 
lated liberal arts school. When one of 
these students was asked what whe 
liked about “ Reverend Bill’s” meet­ 
ings, she said, “ He makes me ask 
myself questions about what I want 
of college, of life in general, what’s 
important to me and what isn’t. I 
guess what I’m trying to say is that 
just thinking about religion, trying in 
your own way to understand the 
teachings of Christ, gives you a sense 
of values you can’t find anywhere 
else.” 
“When we hear kids say things 
like that,” Bill Starr told me, “we 
feel ours is the most satisfying job in 
the world. After all, Young Life ex­ 
ists for this: to help communicate 
the essence of Jesus and His teach­ 
ings to young people. What keeps us 
going—and will, I am confident, for 
many years to come—is the evidence 
we see of our teenagers rallying to 
follow the guidance of the Bible. In 
their hands, I like to think, the world 
has a chance to be safe.”

A TAX DILEMMA: HOMES 
The 
American taxpayer’s favorite “loophole” - 
deductions for home mortgage interest and real estate 
taxes - is under the scrutiny of tax reformers. 
A person’s home is not only his castle but in most cases 
the only tax shelter he has. And few people seriously 
suggest abolishing that advantage. 
But there is strong sentiment in both the White House 
and on Capitol Hill for at least reducing the tax ad 
vantages for home ownership. 
Critics say the advantages go mostly to the affluent, 
because they can afford more expensive homes with 
higher mortagages and property taxes. Every home 
owner benefits, of course, but because the deductions 
come right off the top of one’s income, they are of more 
value to those in the higher brackets 
Thus one reform being talked about is to change the 
deductions from income to a credit against income taxes. 
The credit would be limited to some specified ceiling 
which would be the same for everybody. 
The trouble with this, however, is the wide variation in 
housing costs around the country. A tax credit that might 
be liberal for a home owner in a small town where homes 
are relatively inexpensive and property taxes low could 
work a hardship in a high-priced area 
Another tax provision that would be chancy to tamper 
with is the one that allows a person to defer the capital 
gains tax on the profit from the sale of his residence if he 
buys a new one at the same or higher cost. 
This particular shelter has enabled millions of people 
to upgrade their standard of living and keep a jump 
ahead of inflation 
Making the tax advantages of home ownership more 
equal for people of all incomes is a worthwhile goal. 
There is also the question of the present system’s 
inherent unfairness to renters, who enjoy no such ad­ 
vantages 
But reform in any of these areas should be approached 
with the utmost caution, lest a very large monkey 
wrench be unwittingly thrown into one of this country’s 
mast basic and vital industries.

Gulf Pipeline May Stay Empty 
While Producers Sit on Gas

WASHINGTON - In the 
Gulf of Mexico, a hundred 
miles off the Texas coast, a 
half-billion-dollar natural 
gas pipeline is under con­ 
struction. But thanks to 
some dubious backstage 
dealings, it could be a long 
time before the huge con­ 
duit transports anything 
more combustible than air. 
The Federal Power Com­ 
mission (FPC), faced with 
the prospect of dwindling 
gas supplies, officially ap­ 
proved the pipeline project 
last year. Normally, pipe­ 
line builders must have 
contracts with natural gas 
producers in hand before 
construction can begin 
In this case, however, 
permission to build was 
granted even though the 
pipeline companies had no 
guarantees from gas pro­ 
ducers This, of course, has 
left the producers in the 
catbird’s seat. They have 
•imply decided to sit on 
their gas until prices are 
high enough 
to assure 
hefty profits, 
The 
pipeline 
project, 
known as the High Island 
Offshore System (HIOSi, 
is actually a conglomerate 
of three comptriing enter­ 
prises 
The 
competition 


banded together and hired 
a potent Washington law 
firm - Gallagher, Conner 
and Boland - to argue their 
case before the FPC. 
Christopher Boland, the 
principal HIOS attorney, 
just happens to be a close 
personal friend of Kobert 
Perdue, the FPC deputy

ter actually came before

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Law allows bond issues 
without voter approval

Residents of Missouri cities 
and counties no longer will 
need to approve the issuance 
of 
revenu e 
bonds 
by 
government bodies for the 
construction of buildings and 
other industrial facilities. 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale 
signed into law recently a bill 
which 
allows 
cities 
and 
counties to form corporations 
to borrow money by issuing 
revenue 
bonds 
without 
requiring 
approval 
by 
a 
majority of voters 
The law will enable cities 
and counties to play a more 
direct role in the construction 
of 
r e v e n u e - p r o d u c i n g 
factories, 
warehouses 
and 
other industrial facilities. 
Corporations 
m ay 
be 
formed by three or more 
persons under the new law 
Howeve r, 
under 
s t at e 
statutes, 
the 
corporations 
themselves may not operate 
any manufacturing, industrial 
or commercial enterprise or 
engage in 


the local government receives 
from leasing or operating the 
facility built with them. 
The bill has been called 
unconstitutional 
by 
several 
legislators, 
including 
Rep. 
Robert E. Young, R-Carthage, 
who said the governor should 
have vetoed the bill because it 
violates several provisions of 
the Missouri Constitution. 
A c c o r d i n g 
to 
the 
constitution, all corporations 
must 
be 
organized 
under 
general laws, but Young said 
this bill is a special law. 
Additionally, Young said, 
the 
const i t ut i on 
says 
s h a r e h o l d e r s 
of 
the 
corporation should elect the 
directors. This bill allows the 
governing 
body 
of 
the 
community or municipality 
which 
aut hor i zed 
the 
corporation formation to elect 


the directors, he said. 
“Such a provision is clearly 
unconstitutional.” 
Young 
said, because it would allow 


“some outsider” to elect the 
corporation directors. 
Young also said the new law 
gives local governments more 
power than they should be 
allowed because it permits 
them 
to 
file 
articles 
of 
incorporation themselves. 
“Counties and municipal­ 
ities are creatures of the state 
and they . . . have only those 
powers given to them by the 
state,” he said in a constitu­ 
tional objection to the bill. 
“This is an attempt to give 
power, or duty, or respon­ 
sibility, or all three in excess 
of those allowed." 
Young said the bill violates 
other provisions of the state 
constitution 
by 
denying 
shareholders their share of 
“just compensation" if the 
corporation folds or dissolves. 
The bill gives the corporation 
propert y 
to 
the 
local 
g o v e r n i n g 
body 
upon 
termination, subject to the 
rights of creditors.

Thursday Night Football?? 


NEW YORK (AP) — The possibility of Thursday night and. 
perhaps. Sunday night football appears more and more likely as 
the National Football league's talks with the three networks 
continue 
The NFL's TV contracts with NBC, CBS and ABC all run out at 
the close of this season The current talks are centering on four 
year contracts to cover the 1978-81 seasons It is probable that 
NBC will again end up with a basic American Conference 
package. CBS with a National Conference package and ABC with 
its Monday night games. 
Sources say, however, that this time around the NFL is offering 
a fourth package to include* about a half dozen Thursday and 
possibly Sunday night games And to sweeten the pot. the NFL « 
reportedly offering rights to the first and fourth Super Bowls in 
the four year deal to whomever accepts the Thursday night 
package 
In other words, whichever network accepts the nsks involved 
in tek*vising football against prime time programming on 
Thursday and or Sunday nights, and also agrees to the added 
expense, also gets two of the four Super Bowls currently being 
negotiated 
Sources say that CBS, currently running third in the ratine» 
game, is definitely interested in the fourth package NBC is in­ 
terested in Thursday nights but wary of Sunday nights ABC. 
which has the strongest prime time schedule, may be reluctant to 
$vc up someof its entertainment programming for another night 
of football At the same time, however. ABC has been coveting 
the Super Bowl for some time, and may find the lure of getting 
twoof them too much to resist
